HOW COUNTRIES 
DIVIDED POLAND 


The new Russo-German accord par- 
titions Poland for the fourth time in 
history, Germany and the Soviet shar- 
ing her territory almost equally. Po- 
land is wiped off the map; there is 
to be no Polish buffer state. 

The accord gives Germany more 
than the earlier military occupation 
line, which gave Russia about three- 
fifths of Poland’s area. ; - 

Germany now gets all of Warsaw 
city, most of Warsaw province, the 
entire course of the Vistula River and 
the province of Lublin. 

Of the six largest cities, Russia 
gets only two—-Lwow and Wilno, Ger- 
many gets Warsaw, Lodz, Poznan and 
Krakow. 

As described by the German com- 
munique, the boundary line begins in 
northern Poland at the southern tip of 
Lithuania and runs west north of Au- 
gustow to the East Prussia border, 
which it follows to the Pisa river. 

It runs along the river about forty 
miles south of Ostroleka, = thence 
southeast forty miles, meeting the 
Bug River at Nur, sixty miles north- 
east of Warsaw. 

Tt follows the Bug along the eastern 
edge of Lublin province to Kryst- 
nopol, forty miles north of Lwow, 
then bends southwest about eighty 
miles to the San River. 

It follows the San to its source at 
the Slovak border.

Choice weighty June birds 
were quoted at 60 cents to $1.30 a 
pair. Yearlings were offered at from 
70 ‘cents each with good quality six- 
months- old chickens available at $1. 
to $1.25 each. Fowl moved = slowly 
from 55 cents. A few ducks were of- 
fered with former quotations steady 
at $1.00 each. 

Vegetable and fruit offerings were 
| firm, with little change noted over 
| the previous week's quotations. Pota- 
| toes were plentiful and of good qua- 
lity, Peck lots were offered at 30 and 
35 cents each with bushels moving 
well at $1.25. 75 poung bags could be 
‘had at $1.40. 

Home grown tomatoes, still of 
good quality, despite the inroads of 
|canning factory demands, were firm 
jat 60 cents the bushel, Basket lots 
‘sold at 20 cents each. Sweet corn, not 


'as good as former offerings, sold at 
10 and 15 cents the dozen, with buy- 
ing being dull during the early hours. 

Beets, carrots and onions could be 
had in bunch or bushel lots, with the 
former offered at 5 cents and the lat- 
ter ranging between 40 and 50 cents 
each, Celery and radishes were popu- 
lar at five.and ten cents the bunch, 
with Chinese cabbage, cauliflower and 
the ordinary variety of cabbage of- 
fered at from five cents the head. 

McIntosh Red apples headed a var- 
iable apple offering, good quality 
fruit being available at $1, the ham- 
per. Basket lots were priced accord- 
ingly. Wolf Rivers, Alexanders, and 
other popular varieties sold at 20 
cents the peck. Flemish Beauty pears 
were offered at 40 cents the basket 
with Bartletts and Glapps Favorite 
selling at approximately the same fig- 
ure. 

Blue Damsons were offered at 40 
cents the basket and German prune 
plums at 10’ cents more. Blue and 
white grapes were plentiful at prices 
ranging between 30 and 35 cents the 
basket. Peach stocks were down from 
the usual amount, but prices hovered 
between 25 and 30 cents for good 
quality fruit. 

Whitefish, trout and pickerel ca- 
tered to lovers of this sort of food 
with 20 cents the pound being asked 
for the former two varieties and 25 
cents for trout, with a slight addition- 
al charge for filleting and slicing.

for Ontario farm products, | 

“If we may judge from the exper-| 
fences of the last war and the trend| 
of, the past few, days, we may look | 
for higher pricés. Naturally it will 
not all be gain for the farmer. High- 
er prices he will no doubt obtain, but 
higher wages and higher purchase 
values will confront him. There is ev- 
ery likelihood that his net income 
will expand. That these higher re- 
turns should be brought about  be- 
cause of a war of nations in which 
we are vitally concerned is not the 
happiest thought. We must, however, 
face conditions as they exist in a 
practical common-sense way.” 

“Recent developments naturally 
cause us to fix our eyes upon Great 
Britain as an enlarged market for 
our surplus farm commodities. From 
my own observations recently made, 
I would say that whether in peace or 
in war, we should always look to 
Britain as our one secure and lasting 
market for beef, bacon, live stock, 
dressed poultry, Cheddar cheese, can- 
ned goods, honey and tobacco lea oe 

“In saying this, I am not underes- 
timating by any means the value of 
nearer markets such as that of the 
United States. But, we should never 
fail to keep a grasp, and indeed a 
very firm grasp, of the British mar- 
ket for these commodities of which 
we have an exportable surplus and for 
which in Great Britain there is a de- 
mand, * 

“Sacrifices may also have to be 
made. If the war is a long one, Inter- 
national appeals may be made to 
stress production of certain farm 
crops, I am confident that all appeals 
of a Provincial or National character 
in the uncertain days that lie before 
us will be loyally responded to by our 
Ontario farmers. The British people 
are worthy of it.’” 

“Efficiency in farm operations and 
co-operation in state demands consti- 
tute a matter of duty to ourselves 
and to the Empire, I know that Ont- 
atio farmers will not be lacking,” 
concluded Mr. Dewan.

Except for strange, sputtered sig- 
nals, the wavelength of the Warsaw 
radio was silent on Friday. 

Apparently the station’s epic tale 
was told, ended on the same note it 
struck during the 20 days it told the 
outside world of the Gérman siege. 

Its last message, broadcast at 8 p. 
m. (9 a.m. EST) Thursday, was a new 
challenge to the besiegers: 

“We will never give in while one 

of us is alive,” 
" But Thursday night the Polish Tel- 
egraph Agency carried a dispatch, 
dated Warsaw, which indicated the 
defence of the Polish capital had been 
abandoned. 

German announcements said the 
city had capitulated unconditionally 
and would surrender formally Friday. 

From the picture painted by the 
radio announcers and by a _ Polish 
army flier who escaped through a 
barrage of German shells, Warsaw 
gave up only after it had become a 
city of ruin and tragedy.

CANADIAN SOLDIER TO BE 
COMFORTABLE IN NEW 
ISSUE OF KHAKI UNIFORM

‘The Canadian soldier of 1939 will be 

more comfortable and have fewer 
worries about his personal appearance 
than the soldier of 1914. ; 
‘This became clear on Saturday as 
the first samples of the new khaki 
service uniform were displayed at the 
Department of National Defence, Ot- 
tawa. Infantrymen will look more like 
civillan skiers or marines. 
- The main items in the outfit are 
a pair of high- , roomy trou- 
“gers and a wide-sleeved blouse which 
replaces the old tight-fitting tunic. 
On his ankles the new soldier will 
wear six inch canvas gaiters in place 
of the ola style puttees, and on his 
head a wedge-shaped forage cap in 
place of the old stiff kepi. 

The complete absence of brass but- 
tons from the new uniform should 
pring whoops of joy from men who 
know something of soldiering in the 
old fashioned uniforms. 

No more will men exercise their 
arms at night polishing buttons or 
struggle with long coils of puttees 
as reveille sounds in the morning. 

Trousers will be worn with gaiters 
on duty but may be worn without, 
and as ordinary slacks when off duty. 
The bottoms are fitted with tabs and 
buttons on the inside which enable 
them to be buttoned tightly about the 
ankles for the gaiters or opened up 
‘loose for use without gaiters, 

The new uniform is well supplied 
with pockets. The blouse has two 
large ones, and in addition to the us- 
val side and hip pockets the trousers 
have two on the thighs. On the left 
thigh is a large flat pocket in which 
the cap may be carried while the steel 
helmet is worn on active service, On 
the right thigh is a smaller pocket to 
hold the field dressing kit. 

Contracts have been let for the 
manufacture of. the new garments in 
Canadian factories and they will be 
iastied to the troops as fast as they 
can be delivered,

The possibility that medical science 

at last has found a method of con- 

.quering influenza was disclosed Tues- 

day by the Public Health Service in 
Washington. 


The new drug called Sulfapyridine, 


already used widely in treating pneu- 
monia, may come to be used as a 
preventive of the flu, according to 
Margaret Pittman. associate 
bactericiagtat, at the National Insti- 
tute of Health. ~ 

An eight month old baby gave the 
clue to the method of controlling the 
disease said Miss Pittman in her re- 
port. The infant developed inflamma- 
tion of the eyes and ears and pneu- 
monia, In addition to aants 
germs, he had a heavy infection of 
the ‘flu germs in his lings, throat, 
eyes and ears. 

“Within 24 hours the child showed 
marked improvement,, followed by a 
rapid and eventful recovery,” Miss 
Pittman said. 

Such success led Institute scientists 
to begin immediate experiments on 
mice. Their results were summarized 
in these statements: 

1. “Sulfapyridine was effective in 
protecting mice against experimental 
infections of non-type-specific Hem- 
ophilus Influenza,"’ the bacteria 
which causes influenza. 

2. “The drug did not prevent the 
bacteria from entering the blood 
stream, but it apparently retarded 
theif increase in the blood,” until 
the natural defence forces could 
overcome the germs. - 

Two groups of mice were infected 
with the bacteria. One group received 
no Sulfapridine. . The other received 
varying amounts of it. All the un- 
treated mice died promptly, and some 
of the treated mice succumbed. In 
the treated group the number which 
lived was directly proportional to the 
amount of the drug administered, 
Miss Pittman said. 

None of those which received only 
one milligram of the drug survived 
the experiment, In some experiments 
in the series, 100 per cent of the mice 
which were given as much as eight 
milligrams came through alive. They 


es of the germs 100 times greater 
than the amount ordinarily needed to 
kill them. 

“The influence of Sulfapridine on 
the survival of mice parallels the ra- 
pid recovery of the baby following 
treatment,”’ with the drug, Miss Pitt- 
man said.

The statement issued at Ottawa by 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King in- 
dicates the completion of long-con- 
sidered plans for mobilizing the Can- 
adian aircraft industry and air train- 
ing facilities for the service of the 
empire in the war. 

Following two visits by British Air 
Missions to Canada last year the 
Canadian Associated Aircraft Limit- 
ed was formed with a view to coor- 
dinating the aircraft manufacturing 
facilities of Canada. The company is 
capitalized at $3,750,000 and its for- 
mation followed conferences of repre- 
sentatives of the leading Canadian 
aircraft manufacturers. 

An order for large bombing planes 
placed by the British Air Ministry 
with the company last November was 
one of a number of concrete propo- 
sitions which set Canadian aircraft 
manufacturers preparing their plants 
for increased production. At that 
time it Was announced the Canadian 
aircraft firms had agreed to hold 
their plants available for the execu- 
tion of further orders within the next 
ten years. 

Aircraft manufacturing plants are 
located at Montreal, Ottawa, Toronto, 
Malton Ont., Hamilton, Fort Erie, 
Ont., Fort William and Vancouver, 

In connection with training Can- 
ada is ome of the most advanced 
countries in the world in so far as 
civil aviation is concerned and the 
facilities for training civilian pilots 
may be utilized in the war scheme. 

Already the Royal Canadian Air 
force is using 22 Canadian flyin 
clubs to provide the  prelimina 
training for its fliers. The Intermed- 
jate training is given at Camp Bor- 
den and the advanced isdrerre at 
Trenton, 

Evidently the Royal Air Force has 
a good opinion of this work which 
they have been able to observe as 
many Canadian flyers are now in the 
R. A. F. 

“The rush of young Canadians to 
join the Royal Canadian Air Force 
has been so great that a halt had to 
be called for a time to give the in- 
spectors who pass on the qualifica- 
tions of the recruits time to catch up 
with the list of applicants, 


In addition to the government 
sponsored clubs there are 20 private 
school where flyers are trained and as 
the demand for preliminary training 
increases, these may also be taken 
into the scheme.

When the aircraft carrier Cou- 
rageous was torpedoed by & German 
submarine September 15, 515 men 
were lost, 

First announcement of the disaster 
by the Admiralty expressed belief 
the heavily-armored warship was the 
victim of “U-boat action.”

“The Secretary of the Admiralty 

announces that so far as is at pre- 
sent known the number of survivors 
from H. M. S. Royal Oak is approxi- 
mately 370. 
“Ag already stated, lists of surviv~ 
ors will be published as soon as the 
names have been received.

ANGLO-GERMAN COOPERA- 
TION STILL DREAMED OF 
"BY HITLER 


Sven Hedin, noted Swedish explor- 
er, said in an interview Saturday that 
‘Adolf. Hitler's dream still was for 
Anglo-German co-operation to stop 
the westward advance of Bolshevism 
and dictate world peace. : 

Hedin, who visited Hitler last week, 
said in an interview published in the 
London News Chronicle that Hitler 
“does not hate England and desires 
peace passionately.”’ 

Asked what had been discussed at 
their meeting, Hedin said: “I can- 
not reveal details, but my feelings 
are that if war is let loose, it will be 
terrible, resulting in the triumph of 
Bolshevism and an end to western 
civilization. 

“One thing only can save us,” he 
went on, “Anglo-German co-operation 
which is Hitler's dream. 

“Such a move, in my opinion, would 
break Bolshevism’s westward advance 
and create a tremendous and terrible 
power which would impose and. dic- 
tate peace upon the world.” 

Hedin was quoted as saying Hit- 
ler undoubtedly would join a west- 
ern bloc strong enough to maintain 
peace and recognize the world.

NEW TYPE LUNG 
OPERATION CAUSES NO 


CHEST DEFORMITY 


A surgicAsperation which removes 
a whole lung with little Tittt-2ed-ng 
cheat deformity afterward was = re- 
ported to the American ,Cotlege of 
Surgeons at Philadelphta on Tuesday. 

The ‘first person who lost a lung 
this way, a:middle-aged Pittsburgh 
physician, is stili alive and his wind 
is better than that of some of his 
colleagues of equal age, Children 
who were reduced to jone lung by 
this new method are playing the 
usual attilfetie games 48 well as their 
two-lung cqmpanions. 

The remaining lung has expanded 
to fill most/or the space left vacant. 
The operation waves lives in cancer 
of the lung, which forms about ten 
per cent of all cancer and which was 
until a short time ago, regarded as 
hopeless. 

The new operation was originated 
by Dr. Evarts A. Graham, of Barnes 
Hospital, St. Louis, and professor of 
surgery at Washington University, 
St. Louis. 

This operation preserves the ribs; 
completely. Two or three ribs are di- 
vided in making an opening into the 
chest. Later they are sewn together 
and soon unite, Even surface scars 
often disappear, Dr. Graham says. 

The first operation was performed 
seven years ago. Since then, Dr. Gra- 
ham said, several hundred have been 
performed over all the world. 

Blood transfusion is given during 
the operation. This reduces shock, 
formerly the cause of high death 
rates in chest operations. 

Dr. Graham said that in enlarging 
to take over the extra work the re- 
maining lung probably does not grow | 
more tissue, but that its capillaries | 
expand. It appears, he added, that | 
Mai) normally is supplied with more’ 
bung tissue than he needs.
